This country estim ates that, of 
the $335,000,000,000 we spent on the 
war. $20.000,000.000 went into the 
Italian campaign. Then why cancel 
out $20,000,000,000? 
Because Italy is broke and we 
don t think she could ever pay us. 
Tile 
British 
figure 
Italy 
owes 
them $11,000,000,000 for reparations, 
but they are not going to ask for It. 
Working Out f igures 
Here’s the story: 
At the Paris peace conference— 
where yesterday we said we w ant no 
reparatlons—-the claims for repara­ 
tions by the various countries which 
fought Italy are being worked out. 
WTien the final figures are agreed 
upon, they’ll be w ritten into th r 
peace 
treaty 
which 
the 
U nited 
Nations will sign with Italy. Then 
it will be up to her to pay off d ur­ 
ing the years ahead. 
Tile nations asking reparations, 
and the amounts, are: Russia, $100,- 
000,000; 
Yugoslavia, 
$1,300,000,000; 
Albania. $684.200.000; 
000,000.000; 
Egypt. 
Ethiopia. $738,900,000; 
000.000. Total $5,390,100,000. 
How She’ll Pay 
Tile only claim worked out so 
far is that of Russia, for $100,000,000. 
Italy won’t have to pay in cash, 
but in these three ways: 
1. If Italy has any surplus m uni­ 
tions 
or 
m achinery 
for 
m aking 
m unition.v-m achinery 
useless 
for 
peaceful purposes—Russia will get 
them. 
2. Russia will take over all Italian 
assets—like banking or insurance 
or oil or forests—in 
the 
Balkan 
countries. This will all be property 
or businesses owned by Italians. 
3. Russia will send In raw m ater­ 
ials and Italian factories will turn 


them Into finished goods for ship­ 
ment back to Russia. 
In this way, because of her broken 
condition. Italy won't have to pay 
Russia in cash. 
Italy not only is bankrupt but 
will nerd help from the outside, 
and In this way: 
For a number of years fche won’t 
be 
able 
to

abraid by exporting goods for sale. 
For a number of years she will 
have to Import food and raw' m ater­ 
ials to keep her people and m a­ 
chines going. W ithout the food and 
m aterials she m ight wind up in 
chaos. 
In order to pay for those imports 
of food and m aterials, she’ll have 
to borrow money abroad. W here? 
This country, richest in the world, 
could lend her money.
